Iron is king. \Vc tan tio without 
gold and si.Vor, but we would be bar- 
barians wiihout irniL 
Iron Is found alniust everywhere, 
and has Ix-en known so far bark that 
history fails lo tell us when it was 
discovcretl. Ilomcr and Hesiod refer 
to the forging of ironi 
On Egrplian sculptures dating from 
upward of fifteen hundred years R C. 
tlierc are rough figures of a kind of 
bellows for the forging of tools, the 
inflation of air being accomplished by 
Working curds with the hands. 

Tbe 8|M-ars of the Assyrians were 
tl)i|>cd with iron when they came 
down ou the children of Israel “like 
a wolf on the fidd;’’ and the same 
people used iron very extensively In 
the maniifacturo of saws, knives and 
other tools. 

Pliny speaks of large masses of iron 
ore in Spain, Elba and Syria, the 
mineral being described by him as in 
use in ihn maBufactnre oi iron and 
steeli and four hundred years prior to 
this Aristotle describes the prepsrw- 
tion of the fused steely iron still pre- 
pared in India and known as wootz. 

To the Rimansisdiie the knowledge 
of iron over almost Ihe whole of their 
known worliL None liefere their ad- 
vent ha<i been ktiowil in Biitain. 

file earliu-t kiml of forge was prob- 
ably simply an excavation on the wind- 
ward side of a hill; but the applica- 
tion of an ar ificial stream of air 
doubtless soon followRil, the blast be- 
ing produced cither by alternate dila- 
tntiou and coniprcssion of a bladder or 
go.1t— kill (llie iiioilo in use In India

moist and warm. The number ger- 
minating will show the percentage of 
good seed. 

— The wster given a horse should 
be pure.

If ex- 
pected to pass ihroiigh the winter they 
should Lo from early litters, or they 
will Lc stunted iu gi'owth. should tho 
season be severe, tiejilcmlier farrowed 
pigs will bo zild enough to keep over 
to tlie second year.

DAIRYING ON FARM& 



WOMEN IN RUSSIA. 



Th* RmtcI Woih !:« xa«?t*d h)r 

From Their Wlve« atid Oxui;ht«r*. 

The women in Rus.sia do two-thirds 
of the work iu tlie country. There are 
immense wheat, oats and hay fields 
everywhere, and in August there is 
great activity in the country. The 
largo msj irity of persons at work are 
women. They we.ir abort dresscsi 
plain and straighL and a long piece 
of cloth over their heads like Arabs. 
The wheat is sown lir'iadcasL and if 
not cut by the women with sickles is 
h.irvested with the old-fashioned 
8<-ytbe, which is a kwo-j>ound suead 
and a broad, short bl:ide. From tbe 
sucad up to the handle there is a 
wooden bow, somvtbing like, in ap- 
pearance, half of a heavy barrel hoop. 
This bow koejis Uie wheat, etc., 
from falling back over the 
Fcyllie handle and scattering. I have 
never yet seen a man who would 
deign to giiher u|i. binil and slack tbe 
wheat or oats when once it was feUed. 
Tbe women must do this while the 
men do the “goiillenianly" work, al- 
though 1 h are seen many women cut- 
ting grain with tho scythe. The 
neighbors club together in harvest and 
help ouc another. A Russian harvest- 
ing rendezvous is quite lively, and is 
the scene of a motley crowd. The old 
men and young, hoys 'and giria with 
their mothera gra idtuothers and aged 
women ass snible at day bre ak. Ttiere 
are a number of horses on which are 
carried water, food ani extra imple- 
meula Ihc bfurst'S the boys and men 
rida while the old women walk. They 
alwsys cai-ry the scythea forks and 
rakes back and forth every day, and 
work as long as there is daylight; and 
since it is dsybreak fat 8 a m., 
and not dark until 9:30 p. m.. the 
hours of labor are long . — Moteow Let- 
ter.

Dairying and pasturing have been 
so long considered as one and the 
same ocenpation that but few farmers 
will venture to engage in tbe former 
without first devoting a large portion 
ol the farm to grass npoii which the 
cows may be allowed to graze during 
the day. When this method is changed 
for that of feeding at tbe barn-yard, 
it is termed ‘‘soiling" (be cowa Even 
those who do not believe soiling can 
be done profitably involuntarily prac- 
tice Ibe soiling method to a certain 
extent during the winter season, for 
at that time the snow covers the 
pasture ground and compels the dairy- 
man to prepare the food for t^ 
cotvs and give them his attention in 
the barn-yard. The principal objec- 
tion to soiling is that is requires 
a large outlay for extra labor, 
yet thcie is as much ]iroiit 
derived from winter dairying as tliero 
is during the summer. The real benefit 
is in tbe saving of manure, which is 
the mo.st important cccupntion on the 
farm, and the cx|iense of providing 
long fences is done away with. Prac- 
tical cx|ierimcnts show that hy the aid 
of the manure save<l when soiling, a 
sufficiency of green foixl can bo grown 
oil a small plat to feed quite a number 
of cows, ns well as to provide a belh-t 
variety of f.md and secure greater 
yields of milk and 1 utter. Prof. Siew- 
arL in his book on feedinir animals, 
mentions how to feed four horses and 
seven cows f< r fifteen days on tho food 



l^wn upon forty rods of ground; and 
he has estimatiHl that fortv tods ol 



he has estimated that forty tods ol 
ground will produce enough to equal 
the summer feeding of one cow, but 
sets aside half an aero in clover as the 
allowanre for a cow during the sum- 
mer. Th’s result is not the experi- 
ment of a single season, but 
the work of fourteen years 

devoted to soiling: by which 

method tbe cows give twenty per cent, 
more milk than when kept on pasture; 
and rye, dover, orclianl grass, timo- 
thy, green oats, and fodder com, with 
ground grain when requiretl. compose 
the daily diet. Tbe system is one that 
permits of the grail ual accumulation 
of wealth in tbe annual increased fer- 
tility of the soil, ani though extra 
labor may be necessary, ret it is more 
effectual in operation, as it is not dis- 
tributed over a large spare, conse- 
quently there is economizing in haul- 
ing loads to great distances over the 
fielda Soiling may not be profitable 
to those who have plenty of pasture 
and Urge tracts of land, but it will 
enable those having limited areas to 
engage in dairying, when, the 
pro|'«r application of lahot: they may 
realize larger profile than those who 
devote more land t« dairying bat ad- 
here to the pasturage qrstenk — Pkila- 
de'pkia Becord.
